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EDITORIAL NOTES 


Tus University oF Norra Caroiina has recently published a 
booklet describing the new University library building which is now 
under construction and will be formally dedicated on October 19, 
preceding the Conference on Education, the meeting of the South- 
eastern Library Association, and the meeting of the North Carolina 
Library Association at Chapel Hill, N. C. The booklet not only dis- 
cusses the physical plan of the library—a chastely designed yet im- 
posing three-story edifice of Graeco-Roman architecture—but also 
sets forth some of the objectives of the enlarged library service made 
possible by the new building. Its present plan for this and future 
extension is clearly described and the place of the library in modern 
education is well summarized. The pamphlet is illustrated and plans 
of the building are included. 


Tue St. Louis Public Library Monthly Bulletin For Jury, 1929, is 
in the form of a complete bibliography of books and articles by mem- 
bers and former members of the St. Louis Public Library staff. The 
list was compiled by Gertrude Williams as a piece of required work 
in connection with a test for promotion, and in its present form is an 
extension and perfection of the required bibliography. This is a 
unique contribution to the field of bibliography and should command 
attention not only for its careful and painstaking execution but also 
for the originality of its subject matter. The August Bulletin is like- 
wise a bibliography—a revision by Margaret McDonald of a selected 
list of books on the American Negro compiled by Norma Klinge and 
George-Anna Tod and first published in the St. Louis Public Library 
Bulletin for December, 1922. The titles are arranged under the sub- 
ject headings, history, economics, education, religion, social condi- 
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tions, literature, music, and biography, with geographical and chrono- 
logical sub-divisions and succinct annotations by the compilers. The 
bibliography is a representative, if not all-inclusive one, and lists 
most of the really noteworthy books by and about Negroes since the 
early nineteenth century. 


THe HEADING High school library list, used in the past in the Book- 
list, has been changed to Adult books for young people. This has been 
done at the suggestion of a contributor to the Booklist who felt that 
the selection made each month for this special list could well serve a 
wider field than that indicated by the old title. The problem of inter- 
mediate reading is an arresting one in all libraries, and it is hoped 
that this list may be an aid to those desiring to select from among 
the new books those titles which will be of interest and benefit to boys 
and girls of varying ages who are making their entrance as readers 
into the realm of adult literature. Occasionally books noted in the 
section “Children’s books” will also be included in this list. 


LIBRARIANS EVERYWHERE ARE URGED FROM TIME TO TIME to buy 
subscription books. Library patrons and school principals often ask 
the advice of librarians in the purchase of sets for home and school 
use. The librarian cannot give a critical examination to every set 
offered her for sale; she is often unfamiliar with the sets about which 
she is consulted. Yet it is important that information about subscrip- 
tion books be available for the guidance of librarians, school people, 
and parents. The A.L.A. is about to launch a quarterly Subscription 
Books Bulletin in an attempt to solve this problem. Sets will be 
examined and reports prepared by members of the Committee on 
Subscription Books of which May Wood Wigginton, of Denver, is 
chairman. The first number of the Bulletin will appear in January 
and the subscription price will be one dollar a year. The Bulletin, 


assembled by the committee, will be edited and published at head- 
quarters. 


SMALL LIBRARIES WILL DO WELL TO BRING TOGETHER for exhibit 
during October their books on Edison, with photograph or appro- 
priate poster, as this month marks the 50th anniversary of the incan- 
descent lamp. There will doubtless be a good deal of newspaper and 
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magazine publicity on Edison and the library might well prepare 
stories based on the books for the local press.

FROM SOME NEW BOOKS
